All Vegetable and Flower Seeds in this price 
list except Peas, Beans and Sweet Corn will be 
sent to places in the United States transportation 
charges prepaid. We will ship by parcel post, 
express or freight at our option. If seeds are 
ordered shipped by express where we would ship 
by freight, they will be sent by express collect. 


Peas, Beans and Sweet Corn will be shipped 
at purchaser’s expense, except as follows: If 
these seeds are included in any one order amount- 
ing to $20.00 or more (not including Farm Seeds, 
Accessories, etc.) we will prepay transportation 
charges.
